Railway. 

Mi  F.  M.  Kppley  appeared  before  the 
East  Orange  town  committee  on  Mondaj 
evening  to  present  the  matter  of  the 
■ross-town  railroad.  He  said  that  the 
company  wished  to  extend  their  line  from 
its  pre*ei't  terminus  in  Washington  street, 
•range  to  Bloomfield,  by  way  of  Dodd 
and  prospect  steets  He  wished,  to  get 
an  informal  «*xpresslou  of  the  opinion  of 
the  committee  concerning  the  project; 

•ause,  before  having  their  charter  a- 
mended,  would  lie  necessary  for  the  com¬ 
pany  to  deposit  at  least  $2,'  00.  guarantee 
itli  the  State  Treasurer  for  every  addi¬ 
tional  mile  of  road  that  they  preposed  to 
construct,  and  because  they  did  not  wish 
to  go  that  expense  without  having  a  rea¬ 
sonable  assurance  th^t  the  plan  would 
not.  meet  with  official  opposition.  He  had 
already  obtained  the  consent  of  seven 
ighths  of  the  property  owners  along  the 
lice  in  the  form  of  deeds,  and  there  was 
only  one  person  who  did  nut  favor  the 
road.  He  promised  to  Hie  these  consents 
ith  the  clerk  and  present  a  formal  peti¬ 
tion  at  the  next  meeting.  Speaking  in 
■latlon  to  license  fees,  lie  said  that  the 
nnpany  would  not  be  aide  to  pay  a  large 
mu,  as  there  would  probably  be  no  prof¬ 
its  for  three  years,  at  least.  He  said  that 
the  people  of  Watsessing  and  Bloomfield 
re  entirely  in  favor  of  the  extension  of 
the  road,  and  that  they  were  more  willing 
patronize  Orange  and  East  Orange 
than  Newark,  if  some  such  aeco^nodation 
ere  provided.  Mr.  Wilsou  and  Mr. 
Smith,  of  the  First  ward,  said  that  the 
residents  of  their  ward  wished  to  see  the 
road  extended.
